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NAVY TO REGAIN CONTROL 
OF OIL RESERVES ON AUG. 1 


Agreement With Interior Department for 


Transfer Announced — Policy of Con- 


servation to 


Be Pursued. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 14.—An 
agreement between the Navy and 
Interior departments under whicn 
the Navy after Aug. 1 will take 
back administration of the naval 
oil reserves and leases of land in 
them was announced today at the 
Navy. 

Transfer of .hese lands to the 
Interior Department was followed 
by the leases negotiated by Albert 
B. Fall, former Interior Secretary, 
with E. L. Doheny and Harry F. 
Sinclair, covering the Elk Hills and 
Teapot Dome reserves. 

The agreement to have the Navy 
resume control is based upon in- 
terpretation by the courts of the 
executive Order of March 17, l!ast, 
vesting in the Navy the adminis- 
tration of all leases on naval petro- 
leum reserves. The agreement de- 
clares that the navy is now respon- 
sible for the administration of all 
leases heretofore made, excepting 
three leases of producing wells in 
reserve No. 2, in California. 


The Excepted Leascs. 

These three leases were granted 
pursuant to authority specifically 
imposed in the Secretary of the In- 
terior by Congress in February, 
1920, and he will continue to exer- 
cise control with the co-operative 
approval of the navy. Secretary 
Work will ask Congress at the next 
session, however, to transfer juris- 
diction over these leases also to 
the Navy Department. 

The navy’s policy, it wags said, 
“will be a policy of conservation,” 
under which

| transferring the naval reserves to 
it will endeavor to) 


keep as much of the oil in the 
ground for as long a time as pos- 
sible. 

To that end, the navy announced 
that it had closed in all of the 21 
oil-producing wells on land in re- 
serve No. 1 whose output hereto- 
fore has been 1,500,000 barrels a 
year. It also has made arrange- 
ments with neighboring operators, 
it was announced, whereby “the 
offseting wells have either been 
shut down or .he adjoining owners 
will pay to the United States 65 
per cent of any increase in his pro- 
duction resulting from the shut- 
down of the navy wells.” 

Control in Sectors. 

“This agreement,” said the navy 
announcement, “vests local control 
over the reserve in sectors under 
the Navy Department. The local 
Supervisors of the geological sur- 
vey will continue to perform the 
Same duties as they have hereto- 
fore, but will report to the re- 
spective navy inspectors in regard 
to navy petroleum leases instead of 
the director of the geological sur- 
vey. 

“The Navy Department will con- 
sult the geological survey as here- 
tofore on technical matters per- 
taining to the reserves. It will de- 
termine the policy in regard to is- 
suing any further leases on the re- 
serves.”

Indictments Returned 
Crash Which Resulted in 
Loss oi. 27 Lives.

BOSTON, July 14.—The Federal 
grand jury today returned two in- 
dictments against John H. Diehl, 
who was in command of the steam- 
er City of Rome, when the vessel 
sank the United States submarine 
S-51, off Biock Island, Sept. 25, 
1925, With loss of 27 lives. 

The first indictment 
Capt. Diehl “by his 
negligence and inattention to his 
duties on the vessel caused the 
steamship City of Rome to collide 
with,and ram and sink the United 
States submarine S-51, with the re- 
sult that 27 members of the sub- 
marine’s crew were lost.” . 

In the second indictment the 
charge is made that Capt. Dich! 
failed to stay by the S-51 after the 
collision until he had ascertained 
that she had no further need of 
assistance and that he “failed to 
render to the S-51, her master and 
crew such assistance as was prac- 
ticable. in order to save them from 
danger caused by said collision, all 
of which John Diehl could have 
done without jeopardy to his own 
vessel or crew.” 

Under the statute covering the 
first indictment a penalty of 10 
years imprisonment and fine of 
$10,000 is provided. 
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CHICAGO SYMPHONY WILL BE 
DISBANDED, PRESIDENT SAYS 


Charles H. Hamill Reports Failure 
to Reach Agreement With 
Union Musicians Over Wages.

CHICAGO, July 14.—The Chica- 
g0 Daily News said today that 
Charles H. Hamili, president of the 
Chicago Symphony Orchestra, had 
decided to disband the noted or- 
chestra after e failure to reach an 
agreement with union musicians 
who demanded a wage increase. 

Frederick Stock, the director, 
may be lost to Chicago musical cir- 
cles if the orchestra is disbanded.

Three Others Killed in New Eng- 
land Electric Storm; Predicted 
Cool Wave Falls.

NEW YORK, July 14.—Twenty- 
five persons in cities in the East 
were killed by the heat in the last 
24 to 36 hours, it was shown by 
compilations made here today. , 

Three others in New England 
towns were killed in electrical 
storms which brought only tem- 
porary relief to the heat bianketed 
section yesterday. 

Although predictions were for 
slightly cooler weather today, 
forenoon temperatures gave little 
indication of the relief. 

In New York where five persons 
had died since the heat wave ap- 
peared, the temperature at 10 
o’cloek was 89 and climbing and 
the humidity was holding at 75.

Prosecutor Demands Death 
Penalty and Tells of 
Threats Against Mayor 
Joe Adams of West City. 


LAST FOUR JURORS 
SELECTED TODAY 


Testimony Will Begin at 9 
A. M. Tomorrow in Trial 
of Alleged Gang Leader, 
Newman and Hyland.

BENTON, Iih, July 14.—The 
State today asked that Charlie 
Birger, Art Newman and Ray Hy- 
land be hanged for the murder of 


Mayor Joe Adams of West City, | 


on Dec. 12. 

There will be no testimony until 
tomorrow. Before beginning his 
opening remarks to the jury, 
State’s Attorney Martin annonuced 
that a recess would be taf&en jim- 
mediately afterward until tomor- 
row. 

State’s Attorney Roy C. Martin, 
in his opening address to the jury, 
said that Adams, although not a 
member of either the Birger or 
Shelton gang, incurred the enmity 
of Birger and the other defend- 
ants. 

The State, he said, 
that Birger repeatedly said that 
“the Franklin County law is not 
big enough to stop me from kill- 
ifg Adams.” 

Evidence would show, Martin 
said, that Birger repeatedly threat- 
ened Adams both over the tele- 
phone and in person while bran- 
dishing a machine gun before him. 
Martin said that Birger tortured 
Mrs. Adams by talking to her over 
the telephone, threatening her 
husband's life. 

“That husband of yours better 
get more insurance,’ Martin quot- 
ed Birger as having told Mrs. 
Adams, “because we are going to 
kill him.” 

Prosecutor Sets Stage. 

The prosecutor first outlined the 
indictment, explaining that the 
three defendants in the courtroom 
and two others, Harry ‘Thornasson 
and Connie Ritter, Birger gang- 
sters, were charged with the 
Adams murder. Thomasson has 
been sentenced to life in prison 
on confession that he, with his 
brother. Elmo, now dead, fired the 
shots that killed the Mayor. 

The State’s Attorney went into a 
description of the 
Marion, Benton and West City. 
saying the highways would play a 
large part in the defense. 

Turning to the crime, Martin 
described an alleged visit of Birger 
to Adams’ home with two automo- 
bile loads of armed men. 

“We will prove that Birger 
stopped before the home of Joe 
Adams,” he continued. “pointed 
machine guns at Adams, shouting. 
“We will kill you.’ ” 

Martin described a number of 
similar threats against Adams. 

Birger sat beside his attorneys 
with one finger pressing tightly 
against his lips, his eyes dartinx 
quick glances at Martin as he re- 
peated the epithets which he said 
were uttered by the garg leader. 

Tells of Alleged Plotting. 

The State’s Attorney then 
launched into a description of the 
alleged planning of the murder by 
Birger, Newman and Ritter at 
“Shady Rest,” a roadhouse oper- 
ated by Birser near Marion. 

As the description of the alleged 
crime was unfolded, Mrs. Marshall 
Jones, mother of the victim, began 
to weep. She sat near the rail 
behind a press table. 

Martin concluded at 2:50 Pp. m. 
by urging the jury-to give its most 
earnest attention to “this most im- 
portant case.” Court was adjourned 
until 9 a. m. tomorrow, when tes- 
timony will begin. 

The courthouse is crowded with 
country folk come to see the last 
stand of the Birger gang. Its gray 
walls and high windows are under 
the guard of riflemen. A ring of 
steel hedges in the three gangsters 
and the tension is a taut mask 
of calm across dangerous pos- 
sibilities.

MUNICIPAL AIRPORT, OAK- 
LAND, Cal.. July 14.—The aliver- 
winged monoplane City of Oakiand, 
manned by Pilot Ernest L. Smith,

Birget Disclaimed Responsi-

BENTON, Ill, July 14.—Art 
Newman, who, as has been told. 
laid the murder of State High ay 
Patrolman Lory L. Price and ‘iis 
wife at the door of Charlie Birger. 
today in @ statement to the Post- 
Dispatch accused Birger of fur- 
thering the attempted assassination 
of Robert R. Ward, president of 
the Benton State Bank and one or 
the wealthiest citizens of Franklin 
County, who was shot at in his 
home the evening of Dec. 8, last. 

Ward was with three of his 
children and a maid in the livine 
room of his home about 6:30 p. 
m.. four days before the killing »y 
Mayor Jove 
Adams of West City for which 
crime Birger, Newman and Ray 
Hyland now are on trial here. 
when three shots were fired at him 
through the window. two of which 
missed him by inches. The third 
shot went wide of the mark. 

Says Birger Supplied Pistol. 

The source of this attack was 
not disclosed unti] Newman today 
said it was furthered by Birger at 
the latter's home in Harrisburg, 
when Birger supplied the pistol 
from which the shots were fired. 
Failing to kill Ward, the assassin 
and Birger planned to kidnap one 
of Ward's children for ransom, ac- 
cording to Newman, who added 
that a relation of Birger opposed 
the kidnaping and induce: him to 
abandon the plan. 

The Post-Dispatch corresponc- 
ent went to Ward's home to check 
on Newman's statement and was 
told by Mr. and Mrs. Ward that 
three 38-caliber bullets were fired 
through the window at Ward, as 
stated by Newman, and that Birg- 
er telephoned their home after the 
shooting. disclaiming responsibil- 
ity for the attack. 

Birger also called on Ward at 
the iatter’s bank, offering to clear 
up the mystery. Harvey Dungy, 
another Birger gangster, now in 
the Williamson County jail on a 
robbery charge. also called on 
Ward and offered to produce the 
assassin for $2000. Ward rejected 
all offers of-aid from Birger and 
Dungy. 

In a statement to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent, Newman re- 
lated that a man called “Doc,” 
known at Birger’s gang rendezvous 
in Williamson County as a friend 
of Birger. called at Birger's home 
in Harrisburg the afternoon of 
De. 8 and asked for a ma- 
chine gun. He explained to Rir- 
ger that he wanted to kill Ward 
and told Birger. according to New- 
man, that Ward had foreclosed a 
mortgage on a farm upon which 
he was cutting timber. 

Refused to Lend Machine Gun. 

“Birger refused to let him have 
the machine gun.” Newman _re- 
lated. “stating that the machine 
EUns were needed in the gang 
warfare with the Shelton brothers 
Birger handed ‘Doc’ a 38-caliber 
Pistol and told him if he needed 
more ‘artillery’ to go to the cabin 
in Williamson County and get an 
automatic pistol from Steve 
George. 

““Doc’ previously had asked ~ir- 
eer to have George come over to 
Benton and kill Ward. Birger did 
not approve having George do th» 
job, but did not discourage ‘Doc’ 
in his designs.

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Two Penniless Alien Lads 
Meet and Pyramid Millions 


One Dies Leaving $2,000,000 and $8,000,000-a- 
Year Meat Business, Other Sells for 
$10,000,000 and Retires.

NEW YORK, July 14.—With no 
other clothing than he had on his 
back, a somewhat bewildered lad 


from Stuttgart. Germany, tanded 
at the Battery in 1888. The name 
he gave to immigration officials 
was George Kern. 

Six years earlier, another Ger- 
man youth, equsily penniless, had 
landed at the same place. (On the 
immigration records he was listed 
as Adolf Gobel. 

The two became friends. After 
many vicissitudes Gobel became 
established in the sausage manu- 
facturing business. He died in 
1925, leaving an estate of $2,000,- 
000 and a going business of -$3,- 
660,000 a year. A group of bank- 
ers bought control of the business, 
known as Adolf Gobel, Inc. 

Kern Enters Meat Trade. 

Kern, too, entered the dressed 
and processed meat business. build- 
ing up an organization second only 
to that of his friend Gobel. But, 
with Gobel’s fate in mind, he de- 
cided to enjoy at leisure the fruits 
of his industry. 

To the group of bankers that 
bought contro] of Adoif Gobel, 
Inc., last year, Kern sold his busi- 
ness that had reached the total 
of $10,000,000 a year. 

No announcement was made of 
the price he received for the $10,- 
000,000 a year firm, its assets and 


its good will, But this much is 
certain: It was sufficient to raise 
the former immigrant boy to the 
ranks of New York's very wealthy 
men. 

The newest of his plants had 
been in operation for about 2 year, 
and, with all other assets, figured 
in the passing of control of George 
Kern, Inc., to the owners of its 
former principal com petitior, 
Adolf Gobel, Inc. 

Won't Merge Companies. 

When the Bunkers acquired con- 
trol of Adolf Gobel, Inc., no an- 
nouncement of the purchase rrice 
Was made, as in the present in- 
stance. Frank Firor, president of 
Adolf Gobel, Inc., for 18 years, was 
actively in charge of George Kern, 
Inc. He said yesterday that the 
name of George Kern. Inc.. would 
be retained and that there was no 
intention at present of merging the 
two companies. 

The transactions whereby Adolf 
Gobel, Inc., acquired contro], was 
handled by Hitt, Farwell & Co., 
investment bankers. All but a 
Smalj percentage of the stock of 
George Kern, Inc., figured in the 
deal. Of the total, Adolf Gobel. 
Inc., holds 51 per cent. The re- 
mainder of the stock has been 
placed privately by the bankers. 

The Gobel company purchased 
its interest from surplus Money 
which it was placing in the call 
loan market. No bank was neces- 
Sary.

DUBLIN, July 14.—Standing at 
the open grave where Kevin O’Hig- 
gins, the murdered Vice Presi- 
dent, was buried yesterday. 
Presiagert William T. Cosgrave 
said: “His example of duty, his 
Sanity. energy and enterprise will 
inspire our nation to the end.” 

The body of O'Higgins was con- 
veyed through the streets from St. 
Andrews Church to the cemetery, 
with hundreds of thousands of 
persons watching in silence and 
sorrow. 

At the church 309 priests in 
white surplices and biack cassocks 
chanted in mass, which was con- 
ad sted by the Archbishop of 
Dublin.

FLIES T0 ST. LOUIS IN 
NEW RYAN MONOPLANE 


Albert Von Hoffmann fas 
Bought Almost Duplicate of 
“Spirit of St. Louis.” 


Albert von Hoffman, wealthy 
printer and president of the Von 
Hoffman Aircraft Co. arrived at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field at 12:15 
o'clock this afternoon from San 
Diego, Cal.,. in a Ryan monoplane 
which is almost an exact duplicate 
of Col. Charles A. Lindvergh’s 
“Spirit of St. Louis.” 

Von Hoffman's company, which 
represents the plane manufacturer, 
the Ryan Aircraft Co. of San Diego. 
boughft*this ship, which it will use 
in private business and for rental 
service. It expects to receive two 
somewhat similar plages in the 
next few months. 

Milton Girton, general manager 
of the Von Hoffmann company, 
piloted his employer on the trip. 
Receiving the plane at San Diego 
Monday. they flew to Salt Lake 
City, Utah. Tuesday they con- 
tinued to Denver. Yesterday 
brought them as far as Fort Riley. 
Kan. They hopped off there at 
7:40 o'clock this morning and made 
a brief stop at Richards Field, Kan- 
sas City, to see friends. 

Flying conditions were ideal from 
the Pacific Coast to Kansas, and 
the craft was kept around altitudes 
of 10,000 to 12,000 feet most of the 
time. From Fort Riley to 8t. Louis. 
however, there was steady rain to- 
day, and it- was necessary to hug 
the ground at 400 to 600 feet. 
When Col, Lindbergh brought the 
“Spirit of St. Louis” here from San 
Diego he came overnight, without 
stop. 

Bernard Von Hoffmann, son of 
Albent Ven Hoffmann, and a bal- 
loon pilot, .net his father at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field. He will go 
to Minneapolis, Minn., in the new 
ship on business next week. The 
plane, like the “Spirit of St. Louis,” 
has a nine-cylinder Wright whirl- 
wind motor, 
cockpit and room for three per- 
sons. Its gasoline tank holds 64 
gallons, permitting five hours’ fly- 
ing at a hop. It will be kept at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field.

GIANT FOKKER PLANE BEING 
BUILT AS BOMBER FOR U. S. 


Ship, Almost Identical With Byrd’s “Amer- 


Two Motors, Space 


Being Used for Machine Guns.

York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 14—A great 
Fokker monoplane, almost identi- 
cal with Commander Byrd’s Amer- 
ica, with the trans-Pacific ship, 
and with transport planes previ- 
ously delivered to the United 
States Government, is being built 
as a bomber, it became known fo. 
day at the Atlantic Aircraft Cor- 
ation factory n Hasbrouck 
Heights, N..J 

It will be the first monoplane 
bomber built in this country and 
will be delivered to the Govern- 
ment before the end of the sum- 
mer, after test flights and bombing 
tests. Instead of three. Wright 
Whirlwind motors of 220-horse- 
power each, the bomber will be 
equipped with two Pratt and Whit- 
ney “Wasp” engines, of 425 horse- 
power each. 

By using two instead of three 
motors, the Government intends to 
make room for a machine gun in 
a turret at the nose of the fufe- 
lage, where in the tri-motored 
ships the central] motor is placed. 
A second machine gun will be 
placed just aft of midship. 

The two guns will comprise the 
plane’s defensive weapons. The 
bomber will be capable of lifting 
a total load of 15,000 pounds, or 
about the same as did the America, 
Of that load, 2000 pounds wil] be 
high explosive. 

It is hoped the plane will be 
-ompleted within two weeks, en- 
abling test flights by Lieuts. Eu- 
gene Batten and Harry Johnson, 


at Mitchel Field, to begin Aug. 1. 
Thereafter the flyers will take the 
machine to Dayton, O., for the 
bombing tests.

The bombers. the “dreadnoughts 
of the air,” are the last group in 
the air corps to receive attention in 
the selection of a standardized 
type of machine, for the pursuit.

Several types are under consid- 
eration by the army air officers, 
including the giant condor Curtiss

WASHINGTON, “July 14.—Re- 
lease from custody of Mme. Bor- 
odin, wife of the Russian Adviser 
of the Hankow Government in 
China, who has been held by the 
military authorities of the Pekin 
faction for several months, is re- 
ported to the State Department by 
the legation in Pekin. 

The release was ordered by 
Ho Chung of the Pekin high court, 
who held that Mme. Borodin and 
the three Russian diplomatic cou- 
riers seized with her aboard the 
soviet steaamer Pamiat. Lenina at 
Nanking were entitled to the ben- 
efits of the amnesty mandate is- 
sued by Chang Tso-lin, Northern 
war lord, on July 2. 

The Russians were taken from 
the soviet steamer by the Northern 
Chinese authorities as the vessel 
was proceeding from a port in 
Southern China to Russia and for 
a time there was a prospect that 
they might be executed because of 
the anti-soviet campaign being con- 
ducted by Chang.

CLEANING OF WATER BASIN 
DELAYED BY FLOOD, BEGINS 


About 67 500 “Tons of Mud to Be 
Removed From City’s Set- 
tling Reservoir. 

Approximately 67,500 tons of 
mud will be removed in the semi- 
annual cleaning of the settling ba- 
sin now under way at the Chain 
of Rocks Waterworks which re- 
ceives the Mississippi River vw:.te- 
for the first step in purification. 

Draining of the 30,000,000-gal- 
lon capacity basin this weck has 
revealed the muddy sediment is 
within six inches of the top in 
some places along the wall. The 
basin is 16 feet deep at the sides, 
23 feet in the center, 670 setae long 
and 400 feet wide. 

This year’s flood waters were 
unusually muddy. Ordinarily the 
basin is cleaned every April and 
November, but the high water cov- 
ered the river outlet and delayed 
the April cleaning until now. The 
work will continue six weeks. 

Men with horses and wrgons witli 
plough the caked mud and haul tf 
to a sewer which empties into tbe 
Mississippi. Fire hoses will be 
used to flush the remaining sedi- 
ment. 

The new waterworks on the 
Missouri River at Howard's Bend 
will be equipped with a mechan- 
ical device to keep the basins free 
of sediment at al] times. 


RUSSIAN EXECUTED AS SPY 


MOSCOW, July 14.—Sergius 
Drujelovsky, who was sentenced to 
death Tuesday on a charge of 
espionage and the fabrication of 
false documents against Soviet Rus- 
sia. has been executed, ft was an- 
nounced today was Tass, the soviet 
news agency.

Drujelovsky’s trial was marked 
by testimony concerning the re- 
lations between the United States 
and sovict Russia, the State prose-

IN NANKING MAY 
FORCE U. 5. ACTION 


Washington Must Accept 
Nationalist Government 
or Invoke Old Treaties. 


FOREIGN MERCHANTS 
OBJECT TO LEVIES 


New Program Threatens 
Shanghai as Trade Center 
—Americans’ Protests 
Sent to Kellogg.

SHANGHAI, July 14.—A storm 
of protests by fordign business men 
has followed the establishment of 
new taxes and has precipitated 
what is regarded ag a critical sit- 
uation in commercial circles. 
United States Consul-General 
Cunningham has been visited by a 
long procession of American mer- 
chants demanding that something 
be done. Cunningham hag replied 
that he lacks instructions from 
Washington and that all he is abis 
to do is to file protests and to 
await instructions. 

The Nanking leaders maintain 
the taxes are necessitated by the 
direct financial needs of their gov- 
ernment. 

Dyer Foresees U. 8S. Trade Doomed 

Congressman L. C. Dyer of Mis- 
souri, author of the 1922 Chine 
trade act, conferred with Consul- 
General Cunningham today regard- 
ing the situation. Dyer expressed 
the belief that unless the United 
States recognizes the Nanking Gov- 
ernment or forcibly restores the old 
treaty provisions, United States 
trade with China ig doomed to ex- 
tinction. 

Cunningham said he believes the 
Nanking tax program is confisca- 
tory and is cvertainly paralyzing 
foreign commerce and making 
Shanghai a commercial graveyard. 

“No real government,” said 
Cunningham, “would be gullty of 
insane taxes such as the Nanking 
Government is seeking to enforce, 
without prior notice enabling mer- 
chants to make readjustments.” 

The Consul-General enumerated 
the new taxes effective now—all 
of which are over and above the 
usual 6 per cent customs—as fol- 
lows: 

The Washington. conference im- 
port surtax of 2% per cent. The 
export surtax of 2% per cent, the 
luxury import tax of 2% per cent, 
an increase of more than §1 per 
ton on coal imports, 50 per cent 
o: cigarettes and tobacco, a 30 per 
cent increase on ship tonnage 
levies, and a 12% per cent addi- 
tional import tax which is en- 
forceable Sept. 1. with a further 
30 per cent on luxuries. 

Silver Shipments Barred. 

In addition to the tax imposi- 
tion, the Nanking authorities are 
prohibiting silver shipments from 
Shanghai. This hits both domes- 
tic and foreign trades. Foreign 
banks thus far have not been af- 
fected. 

“The situation is unbearable and 
demands immediate action by the 
powers," declared Cunningham. 

Congressman Dyer, in discussing 
the situation, said: 

“I am not authorized to inter- 
fere with diplomatic questions, but 
it looks as though the United 
States is doomed to ‘ose her Chi- 
nese trade unlees she grants some 
form of recognition to the Nation- 
alists, or enforces the treaties 
which the Nanking authorities 
claim are only applicable to the 
Pekin authoriti whotin the 
United States recognizes. The 
United States trade ia chiefly con- 
cerned with the Yangtze Valley ~nd 
this necessitates the gravest con- 
sideration.” 

Commercial interests claim the 
taxes are illegal. They assert the 
taxes not only contravene the trea- 
tices, but indirectly place foreign- 
ers in the position of indirectly ald- 
ing the Southerners. This, it ts 
said, gives rise to the question: “If 
the Powers acquiesce in customs 
violations, need the Southerners 
hesitate to break agreements, for 
example, the treaty ceding the 
Shanghai international settie- 
ment.”

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WHAT CHICAGO IS DOING AERIALLY. 
From the Chicago Daily News. 


HICAGOANS interested in theig city’s 

ambition to become the nation’s chief 
aviation center are. much encouraged by 
the passage at Springfield of the bill per- 
mitting the south park board to construct 
an airport on land to be reclaimed from 
the lake off Grant Park. There are already 
in or adjoining the city 10 commodious 
landing fields, but what is required particu- 
larly for the development of passenger 
business is an adequate landing field con- 
venient to the central business district and 
the great hotels. 

It is the intention to construct adjoining 
Grant Park a landing place for both hydro- 
airplanes and land planes and so provide 
accommodations for any sort or size of 
plane. 

In a recent address, Col. Lindbergh 
stressed the seriousness of the handicap in 
the development of passenger air routes 
in the United States due to the lack of con- 
veniently situated landing fields. The time 
required to travel from the center of Chi- 
cago and the center of St. Louis to the re- 
spective fields where the mail planes arrive 
and depart, he said, was greater than the 
time required for the flight between the 
two cities. 

Chicago, already the center of 6000 miles 
of air routes, has secn two new passenger 
lines opened during the last few days. The 
first of these is to San Francisco, the trip 
being on a 22%-hour echedule and the 
fare $200 for each passenger. The second 
new passenger line is to Minneapolis and 
St. Paul. There are for Chicago still other 
routes in prospect. 

In the mileage of air routes for which 
it serves as the center, Chicago leads all 
other cities in the world. The nex in order. 
says Chicago Commerce, which has assem- 
bled much tnformation on the subject of 
American airports, are New York, San 
Irancisco, Detroit, Los Angeles, Berlin and 
Cairo. In this city are nine aircraft manu- 
facturers who last year constructed or re- 
built 81 planes. 

By virtue of its geographical position, 
“Chicago inevitably has become a great air- 
line terminys and the hub of the country’s 
aviation, as it is the center of American 
railroad transportation. The fact remains. 
however, that much more can and should 
be done than has been done thus far to at- 
tract the industrial side of aviation to this 
city.

NEW YORK, July 14.—The 
Black Menace is no more. Harry 
Wills, last of a long line of heavy- 
weight Negro fight title “hopes,” 
passed out via the knockout route 
at Ebbetts Field, Brooklyn, last 
night, in one o! the poorest efforts 
ever offered by a man supposed 


to be a first rank righter. 
Opposed to Paulino Uzcudun of 
Spain, a man of little or no boxing 
skill, Wills, ashen-hued, uncertain 
and slower than a dirt truck back- 
ing out of an excavation, suc- 
cumbed to a wiJd pitch after one 
minute and twenty-seven seconds 
of the fourth round had passed. 
The wild blow, an overhand 


swing, caught the slowly-moving 
Wills squarely on the jaw and jar- 
red him backward to the floor, the 
Negro falling on his haunches, 
heavily. Half supported by his ei- 
bows, Wills stared stupidly about 
until be located his manager. 
Paddy Mullins. Then, yielding to 
Paddy’s entreating, he’ rose shak- 
ily to his feet, where he fell back 
against the ropes. 
Blow on Chin Is “Finis.” 

The squat little Basque, Paulino, 
rushed in to kill. He grazed Wilis 
with his right, as Harry slid 
along the ropes; then he missed 
with his left, and finally he con- 
nected his overhand blow to the 

Negro’s chin. 


Down went Wills again and this 
time it was seen that no count 
would be needed. Paulino stooped 
and helped lift up Wills, to carry 
him to his cormer. Th ‘* done he 
returned to the ring center to re- 
ceive the kisses and congratulations 
of half a dozen Latin supporters. - 

Then he deliberately lay down on 
the dirty canvas, puller a few cal- 
isthenies for the benefit of the 
wondering crowd, then sprang to 
his feet, using a “nip-up” as the 
feat is called in acrobatics. 

The fight, itself, wa: wretched 
from the beginning. Wills, his skin 
gray and himself oid and visibly 
gone, Was nervous from the start. 
He committed a foul, fo. which he 
was warned, right off the reel. 
But subsequently he committed al- 
most every conceivable offense 
known to the boxing game. He 
used the rabbit punch; he pulled 
in Paulino with one hand and hit 
him with the other: he used the 
kidney punch, and he elbowed. 

With: it all he was accomplishing 
little. .He was breathing heavily 
after the first round and sweat 
streamed from his body and face 
before the fight was two minutes 

gone. He seemed uncertain in all 
his movements and his punches 
had no power. 

He accepted the defensc from the 
beginning and permitted Paulino, 
who weighed 195 pounds to Wills’ 
‘314, to assume the aggressive. 
Once, in the second round. Wills 
‘apparently started to cut loose. He 
jolted Paulino hard and drove him 
‘across the ring for the moment. 
Then he folded up. his bolt shot. 

The Winner Exhibits Little. 

Paulino showed little. He step-
